No Purpose to Dictate. 


Urging that the rights of the mi- 
nority in the assembly be given due 
.respect and declaring that the exec- 
utive has no purpose to dictate, Gov- 
ernor Goodrich said a great 
service 
can be rendered the people of Indiana 
a n d the cause of representative gov- 
e r n m e n t 
by 
undertaking 
these 
re- 
f o r m s in a business-lJIve way. 


Recognizing the growing 
restless- 
ness of the people with the mounting 
c o s t of government and the creation 
of new offices, Mr. Goodrich 
adds: 
" W e may well aspire to the distinction 
of establishing the 'Inc:ana idea' in 
state government, the maintenance of 
t h e same standards of economy, effi- 
ciency and service which prevail in the 
conduct of the most efficiently m a n - 
aged private business." 


The governor urged that proposed 
Improvements and extensions of state 
Institutions be deferred until

trial conditions are R:ure nearly nor- 
m a l t h a n they are at this time.

Given in Summary 


Field Marshal von Mackensen has 
broken through the strongly defended 
Darrier before the river Sereth which 
the Russians 
had 
constructed, 
to 
Fokshani, has captured that import- 
ant Rumanian town and taken near- 
ly 4,ooo prisoners and three guns in 
the process. 
This notable success in 
the attack upon the Sereth line which 
the Russians have flung across south- 
ern Moldavia, was won by a flanking 
operation, the Berlin report indicates. 
Some nine miles northwest of Eoks- 
hani, the dominating height of Odo- 
bechti was taken by storm, giving a 
vantage point for the artillery. Fur- 
ther south, a passage of the river 
Mikovu, which had been strongly for- 
tified, was forced and Teutonic col- 
umns pressed their way in behind the 
former Russian line.. Giving the foe 
no time to place the Fokshani-Ayars- 
tea canal position in a state of de- 
fense, they fought their way in fur- 
ther and sealed the fate of Fokshani, 
which was captured. 
The Russians 
also have lost ground further north 
along the Moldavian frontier between 
the Pntna and Oitus valleys, Berlin 
announces.. 
Towards 
the 
Danube 
from Fokshani, however, the latest 
reports showed a Russian offensive 
of some importance which admitted- 
ly had succeeded in gaining ground 
from von Mackensen's forces. 
There 
are also indications that 
the 
line 
toward the Danube, where an advance 
by 
the 
Austro-German-Bulgarian 
armies is being pressed 
is 
holding 
more successfully than recently. 


While this heavy fighting has been 
[n progress in the Rumanian war the- 
ater the Russians have launched an 
offeaiive on the extreme north of their 
line between Dvinsk and .Jtiga. Re- 
newing their attack which last Friday

Washington.. Jan. 8.—Thomas W. Law- 
son occupied much of today's session of 
the house rules com^ttee shearing on 
the alleged stocîc" matii^ leak on Presi- 
dent Wilson's peace note with a running 
row with the committee which ended 
in much of his statements 
being 
ex- 
punged from the record, and concluded 
with the declaration that he could tell 
where the leak was but would not. 


At the outset of the hearing Secretary 
Tumulty read a statement endorsed by 
President Wilson that he had no know- 
ledge whatever of the president's note 
before it was announced to the newspa- 
pers and Secretary Lansing gave testi- 
mony about the handling of the docu- 
ment after it got to the state depart- 
ment. 
Both denied they had been able 
to find any "leak." 


Expunged From Record. 


Lawson began his statement to the 
committee 
with 
general 
declarations 
which soon lead to an uproar. 
It end- 
ed by the clerk of the house forcing him 
to hiß chair and the committee voting 
unanimously to expunge the whole ex 
change from the 
record. 
The 
steno 
grapher had missed much of it in the 
contusion. 
Finally when Chairman Hen 
ry got Lawaon down to a cross-examina 
tion the Boston financier said in effect 
lie could tell but wouldn't and at that 
point the committee recessed for lunch 
Quotes President Wilson. 
In concluding his formal statement of 
denial Mr. Tumulty said: "I am author- 
ized by the president to quote him as 
follows: 'I wish in justice to Mr. Tumul- 
ty to say that he has stated the exact 
facts. 
He had no knowledge of the note 
whatever until it was given out for pub- 
lication.' " 


Chairman Henrj', of the rules com- 
mittee, announced he had no questions 
to ask and Representative 
Campbell 
questioned Mr. Tumulty.

Couldn't Find Leak. 


Mr. Tumulty added that he had tried 
to find out how a leak could have oc- 
curred but had been unable to get any 
definite information. 


"The mere mechanics of preparing 
the note might make it possible for it 
to get out," he said. 
"My first knowl- 
edge that a note had been given out 
came f r o m the Associated Press corre- 
spondent at the white house on the a f t - 
ernoon of Dec. 20." 


"Have you any information as to how 
the 
leak 
occurred?" 
Mr. 
Campbell 
asked. 
"I have not," Mr. Tumulty re- 
plied. 
"Any opinion 
I 
might 
have 
would be speculative and would in- 
volve reputations. 
I a m very careful 
about niäking statements in such cir- 
cumstances.

Tax Reforms—The governor asked 
the adoption of a resolution for a con- 
stitutional amendment for classifica- 
tion of property and fixing limitations 
upon the tax rate. 


Increase in Salaries—An amendinent 
prohibiting any increase in salary dur- 
ing the official term of any officer was 
asked. 


Registration of Voters—^A change of 
the constitution to relieve all but ten 
or twelve counties in the state of the 
"burden" of registration is desired. 


State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction—This is a constitutional of- 
fice, which Mr. Goodrich would have I 
made non-partisan and appointive. 
' 


Constitutional Convention — Gover- . 
nor Goodrich stated that a non-parti- i 
san constitutional convention for Janu- 
ary 1918, is preferrable to the amend- 1 
ments proposed and if acted upon fav- I 
orably ¡would dispense with occasion to 
consider the questions above referred 
to. 


Conclusion—^The new governor de- 
clared It unjust that 
the 
assembly 
should defer important matters until 
late in the session when "few know 
what is going on," and asks that un- 
necessary adjoyurnments be avoided in 
the 
interest - of • expediting • business 
early in the sessions.

About once a year, 
when your agitation becomes so great that you throw a spasm, your 
Uncle Samuel will trot out his annual tonic by starting various committees 
to work at your expense to investigate cold storage.

Your Dear Old Uncle Sam- 
uel can Fox Trot you to the tune of a little Hesitation side-step away 
from your annual fit with the greatest ease of any slight-of-hand perform- 
er that the world ever yet discovered.. But, your Uncle's Medicine works 
well, and will carry you over to another year or past another election. If 
your Uncle Samuel would assist you to find your way back to earth and 
raise stuff, then your Uncle and you will find the solution for the high cost 
of living. 


What's the Matter With Cold Storage? 


We're short of stuff, that's it. We're short of stuff because your pro- 
duction has not kept pace with your increase in population, and your 
hungry stomachs have about all floated into your cities to be fed, and, 
you 're short of farmers. Your farmer don't have to produce so much stuff 
because he gets five dollars of your money today for what he sold you 
twenty years ago for a dollar. Therefore, his dollar has grown to the size 
of his hat while your city dollar has shrunk to the size of a peanut. Mr. 
City Man, you could take your dollar to market twenty years ago and get 
so much stuff for it, you'd have to ride home in a street car or have it de- 
livered.

You'll be 
glad to pay a quarter for the opportunity to get a smell at it. Your Uncle 
dissolved the Standard Oil Trust, but that won't prevent gasoline from 
taking another one-cent crack at you next week. Investigation didn't put 
any cheap turkey or a five-cent loaf of bread on your table for your 
Christmas dinner. 


Don't Try To Fool Yourself 


into the belief that the war is the causes for the high cost of living. She's 
your most convenient excuse. The war brought to a head quick a situ- 
ation that had been tightening her grip on your throat in a creeping man- 
ner for years. Before the war was thought of you had taken your family 
out of school and put them to work so that you could keep pace with 
your increased living expenses, and your child's labor law was advocated 
and started on her way to keep your babies out of the factories years be- 
fore the war was dreamed of. Get yourself back to the fact that you had 
taxed the earning capacity of your family to the limit to keep the wolf 
from the door before the war started. You had your cold storage and 
beef trust investigations to relieve your distress long before the war. 
Thirty years ago you could buy a chicken for twenty cents, a turkey for a 
dollar, a cow for fifteen dollars, a sheep for three dollars, a hog for five 
dollars, your butter for fifteen cents, a dozen of eggs for a dime, and a 
bushel of potatoes for thirty cents.

Hon. James P. Goodrich, of Winchester, has just assumed office as 
governor of Indiana, succeeding Hon. Samuel M. Ralston, of Lebanon, 
v/ho has borne the burdens and responsibilities of that exacting posi- 
tion during the past four years. Mr. Goodrich is first of all a business 
nian of unusual capacity, but he has at the same time through many 
y^ars been so active in public and political affairs in Indiana that he 
possesses to a marked degree an appreciation of the importance and 
the exactions of the position he has sought and won in the gratification 
of an entirely laudible ambition. He takes up the work with a full 
understanding of its possibilities for fine service no less than with a 
.Tealization of its burdens. He w^ill have much less to learn than the 
average man who has preceded him, and this fact should result iix 
fewer mistakes and a more efficient administration than is reasonably 
to be expected from the untried man who assumes so great a task with 
all its intricacies to be mastered and all its pitfalls avoided. 


Perusal of Governor Goodrich's strikingly brief inaugural ad- 
dress as well as the forecast which has been given of the administra- 
tive policy which he would seek to place in operation is altogether ej:- 
eouraging. His utterances bear the stamp of the man who will en- 
deavor to perform as well as promise. He leaves the impression of the 
business man and not the politician. His declaration of an ambition 
as governor to so conduct the affairs of the state that at the end of his 
term the public will render the encomium "well done" is a mark high 
enough for anybody to set, and his declared purpose to make efficiency 
fold not partisan advantage the standard of performance will com- 
iriand universal approval. Through liis campaign Mr. Goodrich pro- 
fessed to see abundant opportunity for reform in the conduct of the 
state's affairs, and he was militant in liis attacks on some phases of 
^tate government as we have had it for many years. Just how com- 
pletely he Avill be able to work these things out and just how practical 
tiiej'- may prove when once worked out, remains to be seen. There is 
today no man in Indiana, political friend or political foe, who will not 
wish Governor Goodrich well in the four years before him as chief 
executive of the Hoosier commonwealth.

This bill would compel every chiro- 
practor to take a college course in 
medicine, which he does not use and 
cannot use, in addition to a complete 
course in anatomy, physiology, hy- 
giene, sympto-matology, nerve trac- 
ing, chiropractic analysis and the art 
of spinal adjustment. 


The passage of this medical bill will 
be a public calamity, because its pur- 
pose is to drive chiropractors out of 
Indiana, by refusing them the right to 
practice without a medical license. 


On the other hand, the chiroprac- 
tors of the state are behind a bill that 
provides 'for a separate chiropractic 
board of examiners, which will insure 
chiropractors of the required skill and 
knowledge in Indiana. ' 


The peoj)le of the state who under- 
stand these facts will not permit the 
legislator to choke or restrict its power 
to benefit Indiana citizenship, a power 
that no man can fully sense. But the 
difficulty is that so few understand 
chiropractic and the universal need 
and value of spinal adjustments.

thousand years it has been the habit 
of the sick and the ailing to seek re- 
lief in drugs.

The tax question is the most vital 
problem appearing on the proposed 
schedule of the coming session of the 
state legislature. 
It was the biggest 
issue that Governor Ralston laid be- 
fore our state representatives in his 
final address. 


It is more Important than the plan 
for Industrial Improvement for upon 
its correct solution'depends to fullest 
extent the industrial development of 
our commonwealth. 
It is more Im- 
portant than woman's suffrage, be- 
cause the maintenance of government, 
in ways of progress, rests directly on 
our success in gaining revenue and not 
alone on opinions of our voters. 
Its 
significance overshadows the topics of 
banking departments, blue sky laws 
or vocational education. 


Taxation is Fort Wayne's most im- 
portant problem. 
Upon her mastery 
of this age-old subject depends her 
future growth as a municipality and 
her place among the growing cities 
of the middle wèst. 


Fort Wayne citizens should make a 
study of our taxing- plans, both city 
and state, as- their first step towards 
an understanding of the machinery 
of our government. 
Most of us think 
of taxes but twice a year. 
Those are 
the times when w^e ar» called upon to 
contribute our allotment towards run- 
ning public affairs. Then we generally 
grumble. 


Did you ever wonder when you paid 
your taxes and received a receipt just 
what It was all for? 
Did you feel 
that you had been held up by the 
strong arm of the government, or did 
you feel that you got value received? 


I talked these matters over 
with 
Mayor William J. Hosey, who has 
made a study of tax conditions. 
He 
says he believes that most people feel 
that they are held up when they pay 
taxes. 
They do not see the intricate 
services of the tax funds through the 
months 
between 
the 
assessment 
periods. 


Most people feel when they pay their 
taxes that the sum paid is extorted 
from them is the opinion that comes 
from Mayor Hosey. 
"They think," 
says the mayor, "that the least tax- 
ation 
is 
the 
best 
taxation. 
But 
this 
is 
wrong. 
We 
must 
have 
government. 
We 
must 
take 
care 
of the drainage, fire protection, the 
publis safety and a vast amount of 
other things that the individual can- 
not do. 
To do this we must 
have 
money. 
Taxation is the only way we 
have devised to get this." 


Mayor Hosey thinks that the one 
great trouble with our present system 
of taxation is in the method of assess- 
ment. Speaking of this defect he says 
that our system is "archaic, antiquated 
and an economic misfit."

As applied to local conditions May- 
or Hosey would like for all improve- 
ments to be considered with regard to 
their effect on the value of property.

The mayor thinks that the tax ques- 
tion is most vital, at the present point 
in our history. 
Although he is irf. no 
position to know what the legislatur« 
will do with the question, he says, yst 
he thinks that some changes should be 
made in order to give more state con- 
trol and county supervision in the as- 
sessments. He is also in favor of mak- 
ing constitutional 
changes 
whereby 
property may be taxed according to 
the potential income of the property. 


I propose to take ur> this matter of a 
constitutional change and what Í con- 
sider a satisfacloi-y solution of the most 
important points in our present tax- 
ing system. I will tell, in my later ar- 
ticles, why I believe that the tax as- 
sessor should be on the job every day 
of the year.

1 UTAH INDIANS WORSHIP DEADLY DRUG AS GOD AND PAY FOR DE- 
VOTION TO PEYOTE WITH THEIR LIVES. 


Indians of the Uinta reservation, devotees of the new god Peyote. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Jan. ô.—The Great 
God Peyote is an exacting god. 


He demands—and is given—human 
sacrifice. 
His Utah 
worshipers, 
the Ute 
and 
Uncompahagre Indians, pay for their 
dévotion with their lives. 


One by one, the red races of the 
Uinta • reservation—bucks, 
squaws, 
papooses, 
1,200 in all—are 
falling 
down before the modern Baal 
and 
one by one are being buried, in the 
shadow of the little mission church at 
Randlett, where once they gathered to 
worship the Christ. 


Peyote has become their life, their 
religion—their death. 


Peyote is a deadly drug, affecting 
both mind and body of its victims. 
It 
is the fruit of a brown, button-like 
flower on a certain species of cactus. 
It Is more dangerous than opium. 


AUhough it la intensely bitter, the 
Indians chew the peyote button with 
apparent 
relish 
and 
drink 
a 
tea 
brewed from it. 
Some Indians pow- 
der the peyote. taking it in capsule 
form. 
The Indian, unlike his white 
brother of morphine or heroin, is not 
ashamed of his baleful worships 
He 
glories in It. 


In 
the 
ceremony 
of 
communion 
with the peyete god the worshipers 
assemble in a sacred tent or temple 
and bow reverently before an altar on 
which rests a 
huge 
peyote 
button. 
The high priest sounds the tom-tom 
and the twelve disciples shake gourd 
rattles. 
As this discordant crash in- 
creases one of the apostles begins a 
mournful chant. 


As the chant ends each of the de- 
votees is given two 
peyote 
buttons 
which are eaten slowly. 


The communion continues into the 
hours 
of 
daybreak. 
Each 
apostle 
chants four times, the peyote buttons 
being served at the end of each chant. 
The supply seems inexhaustible. 
As 
the drug takes effect the Indians keep 
their eyes toward the altar.

25,—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated 
Press.)—The 
question 
of 
expediting 
mercantile 
ship building is receiving 
attention 
from government authorities and 
a 
"speeding up" order has gone forth to 
various ship yards, where the tonnage 
under construction is believed to be 
very large. 
Lack of men and ma- 
terials seem to be the chief drawbacks 
and in all probability skilled men will 
be brought back from the front to 
enable further steel furnaces to be 
opened while dilution of labor and 
utilization 
of 
women 
wofkers 
will 
probably be carried still further. 


Besides the large number of orders 
on hand, three shipping firms have 
each ordered a large cargo vessel of 
over seven thousand tons, the P. and 
O. company have placed an order for

In various yards around the coast 
ship repairing is being conducted as 
rapidly as the moderate amount of 
labor will allow, the recent stormy 
weather having caused a considerable 
increase in the demand for repairs. 
Several new steamer» are being fitted 
out, notably a ten thousand tonner on 
the Clyde, a Boyal Mail liner at Bel- 
fast and the twenty thousand ton Red 
Star Belgenland, whereon some two 
thousand men are employed.

Suggestions Will Hardly Be 
Followed but Offer Food 
for Conjecture. 


New 
York, 
Jan, 
18—While 
there 
la 
little, if any, possibility of a readjustment 
of the professional baseball diamond as 
recently suggested by President Percy D. 
Haughton, of the Boston National league 
club, the proposed changes, as outlined 
by the Harvard football coach, offer a 
wide field for speculation 
as to what 
would be the result if such alterations 
were made. 
At the present time the dia- 
mond proper is in reality a square meas- 
uring ninety feet to a side. 


The bases are considered to be ninety 
feet apart and the distance from the 
home plate to the second base is 127 feet 
3% inches. 
The pitcher's slab is not ex- 
actly half way between the two points, 
but Is located sixty feet six inches front 
the plate and sixty-six feet three and 
thrèe-eighth 
inches 
from second 
base. 
Haughton 
suggests that 
in order 
to' 
equalize 
the 
offensive 
and 
defensive 
strength of the pitcher and batter it might 
be found' advisable, upon 
investigation, 
to move first and third bases five feet 
nearer the home plate and decrease the 
width of the plate. 


If this were done it would change the 
entire aspect of the 
baseball diamond, 
which 
would 
become, 
roughly, 
kite- 
shaped. 
As it is especially stipulated that 
second base is not to be moved the re- 
sult would be tliat the distance 
from 
home plate to either first or third base 
would be 85 feet and the distance from 
first to second and from second to third 
base 
approximately 
95 
feet. 
These 
figures are based , upon the angles of the 
base lines and do not take into considera- 
tion the base bag proper which is 15 
inches square and considerably shorten.«! 
the distance to be covered by the base 
runner who is, of course, safe as soon as 
he touches the bag. 


It would shorten the distance that the 
batter would have to run in order to be 
s.ife after a hit and for the runner at- 
tempting to score from third. 
The regu- 
lar playing positions of the infielders, in 
all probability would be shifted, as there 
would be an additional 10 feet of fair field 
to be covered by the four players. 
The 
sfirst and third basemen would be enabled 
to play closer to the plate for a bunt, 
but at the same time the batter would 
have five feet less to run in order to 
reach first safely. 
The pitchcr would be 
able to watch runners on first and third 
more closely, as these bases would be 
a trifle in front of him instead of at 
angles, as they are at present. 


There has been no change in the shaflO 
or measurements of the baseball diamond 
since 1845, when the rules were made to 
read that the distance between first and 
third bases and home plate and second 
base must be 42 paces. 
There has been 
considerable discussion as to just what 
"paces" meant, 
but 
the generally 
ac- 
cepted 
inference 
is that a "pace" 
is 
equivalent to a yard. 
In order to clear 
away all doubt the rules were changed 
in 3865 to read that the diamond must 
be a square, every side of which meas- 
ured 90 feet. . 


Decreasing the width of the home plate 
would naturally give the pitcher less lee- 
H-ay for the monipulAtion of his our\'os 
and shoot. 
At the present time the plate 
is n inches wide and* if two or three 
inches werfe clipped from the white rub- 
ber the hurler would have to come nearer 
"grooving" the ball in order to register- 
a callcd strike and thu batter would h.-we 
less area to protect while watting for a 
ball that .suited his idea of what he could 
hit safely. 


Changes in the size and form of the 
home I'late have been n»ore frequent than 
alterations to the playing diamond. 
For 
some'years previçus to 1900 the plate was 
a 12 Inch .«quare, so placed that one aniçle 
pointed directly at the pitcher , and tho 
/greatest width was 17 inches from the 
points-that would be represented by • first 
and third i>ases on the larger diamond. 


In 1900 thé square plate was discarAaft 
for a five-sided plate measuring 17 inch«« 
across the base, 8*^ inches on the sMaa 
and 12 inches on the two angles that^onS '.- 
the« point which still faces the 
pitcher 
as he delivers the ball.

upon the tax rate. 


Increase in Salaries—An amendment 


prohibiting any increase in salary dur- 
ing the official term of any officer was 
asked. 


Registration of Voters—A change of 


the constitution to relieve all but ten 
or twelve counties in the state of the 
"burden" of registration is desired. 


State Superintendent of Public In- 


struction—This is a constitutional of- 
fice, which Mr. Goodrich would.have 
made non-partisan and appointive. 


Constitutional Convention — Gover- 


nor Goodrich stated that a non-parti- 
san constitutional convention.for Janu- 
ary 191S, is preferrable to the amend- 
ments proposed and if acted upon fav- 
orably would dispense with occasion to 
consider the questions above referred 
*o. 


Conclusion—The new governor de- 


clared it unjust that the assembly 
should defer important matters until 
late in the session when "few know 
what is going on," and asks that un- 
necessary adjournments be avoided in 
the interest of expediting business 
early In the sessions.

provides for a separate chiropractic 
board of examiners, wnlch will Insure 
chiropractors of the required skill and 
knowledge in Indlaifa. 


Tho people of the state who under- 


stand these facts will not permit the 
legislator to choke or restrict Its power 
to benefit Indiana citizenship, a power 
that no man can fully sense. But the 
difficulty Is that so few understand 
chiropractic and the universal need 
and value of spinal adjustments.

He 
announced Openly that he had fol- 
lowed several suggestions in the doc- 
ument In his work In Indiana. 


Typewritten copits of the manu- 


script were furnished'to members of 
the state tax commission by the head 
of Earlham 'college. 


Prof. Wright specialized in the study 


of tax statutes when working out his 
A. M. degree In Indiana university. 
He continued research on the general 
subject of taxation while laboring to- 
wards a Ph.D. degree in Chicago uni- 
versity. 


His articles are of special value at 


this time' when the state legislature 
has opened a session which will take 
up the tax question among its several 
other problems. 


AN ESSENTIAL ISSUE.

problem 'appearing on the .proposed 
schedule of the coming session of the 
state legislature. It was the biggest 
issue that Governor Ralston laid be- 
fore our state representatives In his 
final address. 


It is more important than the plan 


for industrial improvement for upon 
Its correct solution depends to fullest 
extent the industrial development of 
our commonwealth. 
It Is more im- 


portant than woman's suffrage, be- 
cause the maintenance of government. 
In ways of progress, rests directly on 
our success in gaining revenue and not 
•lone on opinions of our voters. Its 
significance overshadows the topics of 
banking; departments, blue sky laws 
or vocational education. 


Taxation Is Fort Wayne's most Im- 


portant problem. 
Upon her mastery 


qf this age-old subject depends her 
future growth as a municipality and 
her place among the crowing cities 
of the middle vest. 


Fort Wayne citizens should make a 


study of our taxing plans, both city 
and state, is their first step towards 
an understanding of the machinery 
of our government. 
Most of us think 


of taxes but twice a year. Those are 
the times when we ar& called upon to 
contribute our allotment towards run- 
ning public affairs. Then we generally 
grumble. 


Did you ever wonder when you paid 


your taxes and received a receipt just 
what It wa» all for? 
Did you feel 


that you had been held up by the 
strong arm of the government, or did 
you feel that you got value received? 


I talked these matters over with 


Mayor William .T. Hosey, who has 
made a study of tax conditions. He 
says he believes that most people feel 
that they are held up when they pay 
taxes.

God Peyote is an exacting god. 


He demands—and is given—human 


sacrifice.

His Utah worshipers, the Ute and 
ITnconipahagre Indians, pay for their 
devotion with their lives. 


One by one, the red races of the 


Uinta 
reservation—bucks, 
squaws, 


papooses, 
1,200 in all—are 
falling 


down before the modern Baal and 
one by one are being buried in the 
shadow of the little mission church at 
Randlett, where once they gathered to 
worship the Christ. 


Peyote has become their life, their 


religion—their death. 


Peyote is a deadly drug, affecting 


both mind and body of its victims. It 
is the fruit of a brown, button-like 
flower on a certain species of cactus. 
It is more dangerous than opium. 


Although it Is intensely bitter, the 


Indians chew the, pcyote button with 
apparent 
relish and 
drink 
a tea 


brewer] from It. 
Some Indians pow- 


der the peyote. taking it in capsule 
form. 
The Indian, nnlilte. his white 


brother of morphine, or heroin, is not 
ashamed of hiH baleful worship. 
He 


glories In It. 


In the ceremony of communion 


with the peyete god the worshipers 
assemble in a sacred tent or temple 
and bow reverently before an altar on 
which rests a huge peyote button. 
The high priest sounds the tom-tom 
and the twelve disciples shake gourd 
.rattles. As this discordant crash in- 
creases one of the apostles begins a 
mournful chant. 


As the chant ends each of the de- 


votees is given two peyote 
buttons 


which are eaten slowly. 


The communion continues luiD the 


hours 
of daybreak. 
Each apostle 


chants four times, the peyote buttons 
being served at the end of each chant. 
The supply seems inexhaustible. 
As 


the drug takes effect the Indians keep 
their eyes toward the altar. 
They 


believe the great spirit can be seen to 
rise from the monster peyote button 
and glide up to heaven. 


The communion over, the orgy be- 


gins. 
Men and women dance in a 


circle about the temple, raging and 
shrle.klng In indescribable abandon. 
This keeps up until the 
worshipers 


drop from exhaustion. A stupor grips 
them, lasting sometimes as long as a 
week. 
Such is the curse of peyote 


worship. 


Peyote is a. panacea for all ills ol 


Indians addicted ..to its use. Sick 
horses, cattle and dogs are dosed with 
it. 
The brew is poured down the 


throats of babies and death is the in- 
evitable result. 
-Nearly .150 males 


have died within a year from over- 
closes of the narcotic. 
Twenty per 


cent, annually of the tribe is the toll 
the peyote god demands. 


"Dry whisky" is what reservation 


officials call peyote. 
The drug has 


been studied by Dr. S, Weir Mitchell, 
of Philadelphia, who says: 


"I predict a perilous reign of the 


habit when the agent once becomes 
obtainable. 
The temptation to call 


again the enchanting magic will be 
too much for some men to resist after 
they have set foot, in this land of fairy 
colors where, there is so much to 
charm, so little to disgust."

Tho suggestion of the government to 


raise the dog tax from J1.50 to $5 is 
one of the proposed steps to "reduce 
the dogs." But It is pointed out that 
the breeder and well-to-do owner will 
not be deterred by an Increased tax. 
Jn favor of the dogs, It is declared, that 
dogs were never more useful than to- 
day. 
The head of a London dog home 


says he gets more requests for doe* 
than in peace time—so many women 
are nervous now that their husbands 
are in the army and they buy dogs to 
guiwd their homes. He says that to 
forbid dogkeeping as a form of waste- 
ful extravagance would cost more in 
human happiness than it would save in 
human food.

entire aspect of the 
baseball ili.-unond.

shaped. As it is especially stipulated that 
second base is not to be moved the re- 
sult would bo that tho distance from 
home plate to either first or third base 
would be SS feet and the distance from 
first to second and from second to third 
base 
approximately 
96 
feet. 
Thcso 


figures aro based upon the angles of the 
base lines and do not take Into considera- 
tion the base bag proper which is 15 
inches square and considerably shortens 
the distance to be covered by the base 
runner .who Is, of course, safe as soon as 
he touches the bag. 


It would shorten the distance that tho 


batter would have to run in order to be 
safe after a hit and for the runner at- 
tempting to score from third. The regu- 
lar playing positions of the infielders, in 
all probability would be shifted, as there 
would be an additional 10 feet of fair Held 
to be covered by the four players. 
The 


first and third basemen would be enabled 
to play closer to the plate for a bunt, 
but at tho same time the batter would 
have five feet less to run in order to 
reach first safely. The pitcher would he 
able to watch runners on first and third 
more closely, as these bases would, he 
a trifle in front of him instead of at. ri*Ht 
angles, as they are at present. 


There has been no change in the shaflB 


or measurements of the baseball diamond 
since 1845. when the rules were made to 
read that the distance between first and 
third bases and home plite and second 
base must be 42 paces. There has been 
considerable discussion as to just what 
"paces" meant, but the generally ac- 
cepted inference 
is that a "pace" ia 


equivalent to a yard. In order to clear 
away all doubt the rules were changed 
in 3855 to read that the diamond must 
be a square, every side of which meas- 
ured 90 feet. 


Decreasing the width of the home plate 


would naturally give the pitcher less lee- 
way for the manipulation of his curves 
and shoot. At the present time the plate 
is 17 Inches wide and if two or thr^c 
inches were clipped from the white rub- 
ber the hurler would have to come nearer 
"grooving" the ball in order to register 
a called strike and the batter would have 
less area to protect while waiting for a 
ball that suited his idea of what he could 
hit safely. 


Changes in the size and form of the 


home Hate have been r.mre frequent than 
alterations to the ploying diamond. For 
' 


some years previous to 1000 the plate was 
a 12 inc-h square, so placed that one an^le 
pointed directly at the pitcher and tha 
/rreatcst width was 17 m.-hos from the 
points that would be represented by first 
and third bases on tho larger diamond. 


In 1900 the square plate was dlscarde* 


for a five-sided plate measuring 17 inohe* 
across the base, 8% inches on tho sl««« 
and 12 inches on the two angles that fona 
the point whjch still faces the pitcher 
as he delivers the ball.

Climax is Reached in Legal 


Contest Over Railway 


Measure. 


Washington. Jan. S.—The cllmaje 


n the legal contest over the constitu- 
tionality of the Adamson law was 
reached today in the supreme court. 
Arguments were begun in the Mis- 
souri. Oklahoma and Gulf railroads' 


test case, in which the department of 
justice 
is appealing 
from Federal 


Judge Hook's-decision at Kansas City. 
Mo., that the law passed last Septem- 
ber, when a nation-wide 
railroad 


strike seemed Imminent, is "uncon- 
stitutional, null and void." Conclu- 
sion of the arguments late tomorrow 
is expected. 


They are the flrst on the merits of 


the Adamson law in any court. Judge 
Hook having hurriedly decided the 
case without formal hearings in order 
to expedite the appeal for the su- 
preme court's final determination. A 
decision is expected •within a few- 
weeks at most. 


Voluminous liriefs were filed to- 


day by the federal and railroad coun- 
sel before .the beginning of the argu- 
ments, which 
proceeded 
after an- 


nouncement by the court of numerous 


oppositions and orders upon recon- 
vening after its holiday recess. Nunf- 
erous precedents, including supreme 
court decisions, were cited in the de- 
partment of justice brief in support 
of the law's validity. The railroads' 
brief contended that the law la un- 
workable, experimental, incapable of 
application, interferes with llberty-qf 
contract, does not fall within 'ccngresj' 
authority to regulate interstate com- 
merce and takes railroad property 
without "due process of law." 


The arguments were begun by coun- 


sel for the department of justice, 
which has sole charge of the defense, 
the railroad brotherhoods not appear- 
ing officially. 
Eight hours for th« 


hearing was desired by the railroads' 
counsel, but less was deemed neces- 
sary by the federal attorneys. The( 
usual time given by the court for a 
case is three hours.
